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I would give you a full Account 

of the Progreſs of the Church 
Aﬀairs in Scotland; that as impartially as 
poſſible, I would lay before you all the 
Treatment, the Epiſcopal Party had met 
with from the Eftabliſh'd Church, and the 
Treatment the Eftabliſh'd Church has met 
with from them. 

- Some Part of this Account you have al- 
ready printed in the Courfe of theſe Papers, 
tho? it has been interrupted by the Inter- 
vention of other Things in their Kind, as 
material, and I hope, it may be ſufficient to 
vindicate the Behaviour of the Presbyterians 
to the Epiſcopal People—— And | foreſce, 
the Courſe of this Story will oblige me to 
20 on with more of it hereafter.

I am now ſummon'd more haftily, than I 
purpoſed to go on with this Aﬀair by an un- 
uſual,and I think,ſomething unparalell'd In- 
ſtance of the Heighth this Party is come to in 
England, for 1 muſt aſſure you,they are modeſter 
far in Scotland.

Houſes, and of Tumults and Rabbles at the 
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offering to plant Presbyterian Minifters in 
the ſeveral Pariſhes, as Churches h2came

After all theſe Tcftimonies of the Gt 
rernment. 3s to Violence, and Force, and 
25andanc Proſecutions upon Record, in the 
Courts of [aftice in Scoti2yd on the ſame 
Head; the Rebearſal in Behalf of theſe Peo- 
ple, 1 will not ſay in their Name, tor I hbe- 
lieve, they have more Modeſty than to talk 
fuch Language—tceils the World, Rehearſal,

Such a Minifter as 
ch- Church itail appoint, and as is 
&::)ified according to Liw ;"'by the 
{ane Ru's, and with equal Authority, 
they may put anotizer Prince upon the 
Throne, for one is but a Force againft 
Law, and the other iz the ſame. 


But this is not all; for they have not 
enly by their Force put unqualliſied Mini- 
ers into Churches, but they have by all 
Manner cf Violence hinder'd the Presby- 
teries and Church- Judicztories, from filling 
up vacant Churches with quallified Mint- 
ters, and ſuch as legally ought to be 


placed there By this Violence giving 
the legaly appoint<d Perſons no ſafe Accel 
to their Charge—Aid have openly violated 
the Peace, inſulced the Presbyteries, and 
mobb'd the Miniſters This they 
have bzen proſecuted for, and ſentenc'd for, 
2nd for this the Government has on ſeveral 
Occafions ſent Letters and Commands to 


them, for a more peaceable Behayiour, tho” 


hitherto to very little Purpole.. 


What ſhall we ſay now to thoſe People, 


who have the Face to colour over-their Vio- 


lences with ſuch Blouriſhes, and openly 
deny Matter of- Fat? 

To give Mr. Rebearſal.a farther Taſte of 
this Cauſe, I [hall puta Caſe or twoto kim, 
and I promiſe him, if hz: demands it, to 
name him Place, Time, and Perſons ; and 
I challenge him, an 4 kis Clan, to anſwer 
It, HS, 


r, There is a Place, where the Pariſh» 
Miniſter is Epiſcopal, profeſs'd ſo and 
ever was ſo; only having taken the 
Oaths, he is continued by the Lenity 
of the Government in bis Pariſh and 
Stipend, and preaches conftantly to 
the People. 


Yet in this Pariſh, and under his Noſz, 
10 uſe the Drozheda Phraſe 
Has a Diffeating Clergymao ſet up 
a Meeting-Houle, and calls bimſclf 
an Epilcopal Difſenter.
